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M*ny of the beat and oldest proverb* 


are common to all nations. They deal 
with thoughts and feelings which aw 
common to all mankind. Some, like 
the oak, are native to many aoQi; others, 
lik» our pin* and larch, though of for- 
eign extraction, cannot be 
, 


from the nature* The thonghtoommoa 
to many countries is tften embodied in 
images peculiar to 'each. It ia pleasant 
to trace the familiar phrases of Unlay 
back to remote antiquity, or to detect it 
in the disguise of a foreign costume. 
" Home ia home, be it never homely," is 
a proverb dear to us all. It was used 
lately by a traveler with a whimsical al- 
teration to anit his individual case, which 
seemed to be that of a lover of the " in 
populous city pent." "Home ia home," 
said he, aa he prepared to leave the 
train, "though it be Preston." He 
perhaps did not know that the ancient 
Greeks used to say, "One's own house is 
the best of houses ;" that the Spaniards 
say, "My own house, though small, ia 
the best house of all ;" and that it was a 
classical jest in Greece to apply the 
proverb to a tortoise, who carries his 
home on his back. Of vain labor or 
short-lived onion, w often express onr 
sense by using the figure of a "rope of 
sand," often without being aware that 
the venerable image is Greek, and was 
in use among Athenians who fought in 
Salamia. "A bird in the hand is worth 
two in the bush," says the sententious 
Englishman. ' 'A thousand cranes in thu 
air," says the Arab, "is not worth one 
in the fist" "All egg to-day," says the 
Spaniard, "rather than a fowl to-mor- 
row." 
The physical varieties of climate 


and natural products are often finely 
marked by common phrases and popular 
figures. Here, if we are drenched with 
rain, we say we are " wet to the akin ;" 
farther south in France, people are "weS 
to the bone ;" while the more copious 
tears of a Southern sky are said by the 
Spaniard to penetrate "to his marrow." 
The ancient Greeks used to speak of 
"carrying owls to Athens," the Hebrew 
of "bringing oil to tha city of Olives," 
the Persian, of "taking peppers to 
Himlostan," each meaning what we 
mean when we talk of "sending coals to 
Newcastle." "Two of a trade never 
agree," say we : " the potter is the enemy 
o! the potter," saul the Greeks of the 
time of Hesoul. "Cut ypnr coat accord- 
ing to your cloth," said the prudent 
Englishman; and the Arab is of the 
same opinion, but considering it a breach 
of good manners to expose his feet in 
sitting, he expresses it thus : "Stretch 
your legs according to the length of 
j onr cloak. " How mournfully the state 
of society under the old Oner-tal despot- 
ism is depicted m this Eengolia adage : 
" He who gives blows is a master, he 
who" gives none is a dog." The social 
condition of Egypt may be read in the 
proverbs of Cairo as completely as in 
the best book of travels. "The riches 
of Egypt are for the foreigners therein," 
and " the miller steals by handfuls, but 
the landlord by mule loads;" and in 
others how beautifully rise before us its 
rich landscape, fringed with desert, in 
its palm-grove and picturesque life. 
"He is a bad rider, yet he gallops 
among tbe date trees." "The camel 
has reached the sycamore." "A well i* 
not to to be filled with dew."

A genttaua writes to H» St. Jama 


GateOe, London, fite foUovtag letter «n 
the domeatio condition of Ameritm: 
" The foot-note jou qnoted the other 
day from Mr. QoH win Smith'* r*per in 
the nineteenth Century, and your ar- 
tiole, 'Is the Family in Danger r are 
calculated to give your reader* an unfair 
impression of ArnanVan women and 
their vewa of family duty. Mr. Goldwta 
Smith might very well have qualified 
his remarks by adding that the womau- 
gnffrage moTmient, about which I offer 
no opinion, is in a small minority in tha 
United States; that it kas there much 
leu hold on the better classes than it ha* 
here; that it ban little hold at all on the 
vast industrial and agricultural popula- 
tion outside of great cities; and mat the 
ideas which, rightly or wrongly, heat- 
tributes to its leaden as to matrimony 
and maternity are wholly repugnant to 
the yast majority of American women. 
In fact, his argument pointed to dangers 
—real or exaggerated—in the future, not 
to tha present state of affairs. 
Though 


my experience of America lias not been 
so long and continuous as Mr. Goldwin 
Smith's, I have been in America enough, 
and have seen enough of the Tarious as- 
pects of American society, to have some 
right to an opinion. And I have some 
hope that I shall find Mr. Goldwin^ 
Smith agreeing with me when I say, 
without hesitation, that nowhere can 
family life, in its simple, honest affec- 
tions, the cohesion of its members, the 
sense of duty of husband and wife, 
parent and child, be seen better devel- 
oped than in New England. And so- 
ciety in otter parts of the States differs 
from that in New England mote in de- 
grees of education and refinement than 
in essential habits and principles. Any 
one acquainted with American society 
knows,;for instance, that young married 
women live a much simpler, more whole- 
some life than they do in London draw- 
ing-rooms, and give more of their time 
to home life, to weir husbands and chil- 
dren, and less to social engagements, 
than they do in England, The statistics 
of the writer in the Century may show 
that the relaxation of the divorce law in 
some of the States has been unsatisfac- 
tory as leading to capricious breaking 
up of the marriage tie for unsubstantial 
reasons in certain dosses of American" 
society. The fact, however, remains that 
the grosser scandals of married life 
which the Divorce Court too frequently 
reveals in the -hjgher circles of English 
society are striKSgly rare in families of 
similar position in America. 
"I shall be glad to be permitted thus 


to state what I think is the true state of 
the case, because many readers who do 
not know America themselves might be 
led by the extract and your article to 
hasty and unjust generalizations which 
would have about as much solid founda- 
tion as similar generalizations suggested 
some years ago by the brilliant lucubra- 
tions of that industrious book-maker, 
the late Mr. Hepworth DIXOD,"

Something About Gem*. 


The ruby is more valuable than the 


diamond, if it is large, without flaw, 
and of the true pigeon's blood color. 
The largest known ruby belongs to the 
King of Bnrmah, being the size of a 
pigeon's egg. A fine stone of four 
carats' weight is worth about two thous- 
and dollars; but above this rate they 
are very rare, and could command fancy 
prices. The ruby has been most suc- 
cessfully imitated in pasta, and garnets 
backed by a ruby foil are often met 
with. The monster ruby of Charles the 
Bold, ret in the middle of a golden rose 
for a pendant, which was captured by 
the Burnese after his rout at Oianson, 
turned out to be false. The Sapphire 
is not so valuable when of great size as 
the ruby, but aJiae stone brings a great 
price. The largest sapphire is the 
" wooden spoon Seller," so called from 
the occupation of th"e finder In-Bengal. 
Its weight ia 1821-16 carats, aflditwas 
sold to ft French jeweler for 434,000. 
Lady Bnrdett Coults, of London, has 
one of the finest sapphires. It waa for- 
merly one of the crown jewels of France. 
The emerald ia so rarely perfect that 
"an emerald without a flaw " has passed 
into a proverb, and fine specimens are 
worth from one hundred to two nnndred 
dollars a carat. In the middle agea its 
value was enormous, Cellini putting it at 
font times the diamond. The largest 
emerald known is the Devonshire, which 
was purchased by the Dnke of feetcjx- j 
shir« for Don Pedro. It is not <jMiind 
is two inches in diameter, weighwgwtbt 
ounces, eighteen penuyweijptf** The 
turquoise ia found in Pent*, tact the 
Shah is supposed to have in h» posses- 
sion all the finest gems, n» he allows 
only those of interior quality to leave 
the country. In consequence, large 
turquoise of good quality and fine color 
are extremely rare and bring great 
prices. The opal is esteemed unlucky, 
but the absurd superstition cannot be 
traced further back than Scott's novel of 
"Anne of Oeirstein," m which the 
Baroness Hermoine of Arnheim wears 
one. The Empress Josephine's opal, 
called the " Burning of Troy," from the 
innumerable red flames blazing on its 
surface, was considered to be the finest 
stone of modern times, but its present 
owner is unknown. In the Museum of 
Vienna is an opal of extraordinary size 
for which two hundred thousand dollars 
has been refused. The largest pearl on 
record ia now in Russia. It was brought 
from India in 1620, and sold to Philip 
IV Of Spam. 


Fortune-Tellers, 


The fortune-telling sisterhood contrive 


to make considerable money in pander- 
ing to the credulity of their "clients." 
The usual charge for a consultation is 
fifty cents or a dollar; but the price ia 
as elastic as the seer's conscience, and 
can be stretched indefinitely. The trade 
of fortune-telling ia now monopolized by 
women. Some years ago there were a 
few men in the business. They called 
themselves astrologists, and had an as- 
tonishing kind of intimacy with the 
stars. Bat the women now have the 
field to themselves. The impression 
that all their dupes are of the servant- 
girl class is a mistake. A great many 
wealthy ladies patronize them. It ia not 
by any means uncommon to hear a woman 
oj average intelligence and fair educa- 
tion aay that she believes in fortune-tell- 
ing-. With a great many women of this 
sort, tbe first impulse when anything 
goes wrong, is to consult a fortune-teller. 
The parlor aa well aa the kitchen contri- 
butes to thseoffers of the card-ehnffljng 
swindlers. When the late Thflsfoter 
Doesticks, P. B., wrote up the fortune- 
tellers ot New York, some five end twenty 
yean ago, the trade was considerably 
hurt, for earns time,' But it soon flour- 
ished again, and bnow aa aver, if not 
more aa We have a law against it, lint 
the harpies who follow it don't mind 
that. The law says that those who "pre- 
tend to tell fortunes, or where lost an<] 
stolen goods can be found" shall be bak 
aa disorderly persons. But it is easy 
enough for them to find bail, take an- 
other name, and go on with their nefari- 
ions business.

man? well authenticated instances of 
earn resulting from bites of animals not 
rdinarily considered venomous—cats, 
or instance; aad instances hove been 
mown in which a bite from a human be- 
ng has been fallowed by death from 
iotsoning, just as would have been the 
sse with some venomous reptile. Vio- 
ent agitation, it has been observed, 
seams to impart this fatal quality to the 
sah'va of men or animals, and M. Pasteur 
ia» recently "cultivated" the poison of 
ae human saliva to such a point as to 
evelop the toxic symptoms of the ser- 
jent poisons in amall birds. Even in its 
lormal condition saliva is said to be akin 
to poison, one of its functions being to 


estroy the molecular life of the snb- 


gtauceg eaten. It is thought that all vio- 
ent agitation and exertion involve an ab- 
normal waste of tissue and an excessive 
(reduction of the principle which ren- 
[era saliva poisonous.
